AS CANDIDATES CLOSE CAMPAIGN 


! Rebels Plan March on Athens 


If .They Force Retreat of 
Constantine's Men; Allies at 
Saloniki May Make No Move 


LONDON, Nov. 4.—King Con- 


stantine has opened the first battle to 
hold his throne and end the Venizclos 
rebellion. 
The Greek army tonight 


•arrived outside of Katerina, occupied 
'by a unit of the rebels, and began an 
active and determined assault upon the 
garrison to crush the civil conflict and 
end the internicme struggle of Greece. 
From Salonika, Venizelos' reinforce- 
ments have been rushed to the former 
royihst army barracks, now m the 
hands of the rebels an'd it is estimated 
that some 10,000 men may be engaged 
in the primary conflict to determine the 
ascendancy of the king over the in- 
trigues of his political enemies. 


A royalist force of four thousand 


men were thirty.' miles from Katerina 
when the place was evacuated by a 
small company of about 150 soldiers 
at the time of the investment. 
It was 


thought that the allied forces would at 
the time intervene and spare the coun- 
try the woes of civil war, but this hope 
has been abandoned. 


The significance of the present bat- 


tle hinges upon the fact that it is the 
signal 
for a. general conflagration 


throughout the country. 
Engagements 


are hourly expected at several points 
and it is accepted as certain that the 
king must fight for his place on the 
throne. 


In several parts of Thessalay groups 


of revolutionists have jeered the royal- 
ist troops and several sharp clashes 
have been reported between small par- 
ties of soldiers. The battle of Kater- 
ina marks the advance upon Athens if 
the revolutionists succeed.

Durbin, his housekeeper, and John 
Pollock, a woodchopper, dead in hlu 
home, Alexander V. Naimes, a wood- 
cutter, is held In prison here while 
the sheriff's office is Investigating th 
crime.

shoes when, in a dazed and befuddled 
condition ho appeared In this city, 
Informing: the- officers 
that 
"there 


were two dead people in his home." 


Xaimes declared that some of the 


woodchoppers employed by him had 
come to his cabin ;ind disputed wit] 
him over the payment of wages. He 
became frightened and fled, he de- 
clared. 
When ho returned, accord- 


Ing to his story, ho found the bodies. 


Mrs. Durbin's body was found a dis- 


tance from the house, as if she hud 
seen Pollock struck down and fled 
for her life. 
Both had been decapi- 


t^ted with an axe. Naimes' stories 
are conflicting, the officers declare.

had been employed for somo years 
as a housekeeper by Xaimes. The lat- 
ter TvofO arrested somo time ngo on 
a charge of attacking her with, a 
knife. 
Pollock was 40 years old, and

MAY BE BACK DRIFT. 


On the other hand, a back drift at the eleventh hour might result In tho 


election of Hughes by a small margin In the popular vote of important states, 
giving a preponderance of votes In the electoral college. 


The Herald has taken Its straw voto with customary care. In some In- 


stances the conclusion which might be drawn from tho figures Is in contra- 
diction to the opinion of tho leaders of both parties and ure at variance- with 
the personal judgment of correspondents who have personally visited differ- 
ent states. The Herald prcsenta the Follov;ing straw voto tlgures. They speal 
fur themaeves, us they have In all previous campaigns. 


The Herald has been told that thero has been a reaction In the swing 


toward the President; that the Republicans who worn alarmed ton days agt 
have every reason now for a feeling.of confidence. The strvaw voto has no 
registered a marked drift toward Hughes, although thorn are indications tha 
there has been u slight break in the rank of tho President's gain. 


Of tho total vote, cast up -to and including the seventh and last week o 


the canvass, Hughes has received 48.2 per cent. 
In tho first week's total 


he received 51.6 per cent. In the final week's compilation President "WMaon 
received 49.2 per cent. In tho first week he received 48.4 per cent. In othe 
words, the President has climbed steadily in the straw vote. 
Hughes hai 


fallen bjhlnd from week to week. 


PROGRESSIVES OVER-CERTAIN. 


Likewise in the division of tho Progressive voto tho nominees have moved 


in opposite directions: Hughes backward, the President forward. 
In tho 


latter part of September Hughes was meeting 80 per cent of tho Progressive 
vote and the.President 17 per cent. In the final week, which Cor the actual 
casting of test ballots ended on Thursday, Hughes was receiving 73.0 per 
cent and the President 25.1 per cent. The remainder went to Benson, Social- 
ist nominee. 
A slight check In the shift of Progressives to President Wilson 


was indicated in the final week. 


States which iii the tested voting have given 50 per cent or more to thn 


President have a total of 193 electoral votes. The solid Southern states of 
Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana, Arkansas, and Texas, which will be for tho Democratic 
nominee, have 144 electoral votes; these two figures make a total of 307, 
which is -11 more than the 266 necessaryfor election. 


States which in the test balloting have given CO per cent or more to 


Hughes have an electoral voto of 182. . With Pennsylvania (38) and Utah 
(4) added to that, the total Is 224. 


In the first week of the straw vole campaign, out of 14,062 votes, Hughes 


received a majority of 1649. 
"By using only a third of California's top-heavy 


straw vote In the calculation—California's vote being1 disproportionate to the 
rest of thu country—Hughes would have had a plurality of 775. 


FIGURES CONSTANTLY CHANGE. 


In the second week, by figuring California tho same way, Hughes would 


have a lead of 1461 instead of 3881. 


In the third week tho figures would have been 1B60 Instead of 4184. 
In the fourth week the figures.would have been 1162 Instead of 4926. 
In the fifth week there would have been a Wilson plurality Of 355 lustuad 


of a Hughes plurality of 37'J7. 


In the sixth week there was a Wilson plurality of 6973 Instead of a Hughes 


lead of 722. 


In the final week the Wilson plurality would have heen 7479 instead of 


2672. 


Tho Herald makes these comparisons because it would not seem entirely 


falr to Incorporate in the grand totals what amounted to a, tenth of the total 
vote cast In the thirty-six states. California's share wa« about ono-tenth and 
it. showed an overwhelming majority each week for the Republicans. 


Likewise, If the v>te of California be reduced to Its proportionate figure, 


the percentage of the totai vote as the canvass closed going to the President 
would be 50.3 .per cent and to Hughes 47.1 per cent, Benson getting tho 
difference. 


In all the Republican estimates Illinois and Michigan are placed In tho 


Republican column—Michigan unreservedly; Illinois with the admission that 
the women may overturn it. With the 29 votes from Illinois and tho 15 from 
Michigan, the figure 224 would be Increased to 268, two moro than the num- 
ber needed to elect. 


DOUBTFUL STATES CLOSE. 


Other states which Republicans say will go Democratic only in the event 


of an almost unprecedented political upheaval are "Washington, with seven 
electoral votes; AVisconsin. with 13, and Minnesota, with 12. Tho Democrats 
make confident claims of haying the three, though In tho minds of thu polit- 
ical managers there is doubt not only about Washington but about West Vir- 
ginia, Nebraska, Wisconsin and Maryland. The Republicans arc making a 
hard fight to keep Ohio In th^ Republican column, but they have more 
slender hopes there than In some other states. They confidently expect to 
the 15 votes from Indiana.'though there is doubt In that state, with the odda 
flavoring the Republicans. The statew whjch will decide the contest are New 
York, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin and Minnesota. There Is a 
possibility that as one goes—Now York cxcepted—they will all go.

Everybody Is feverish as to 
the momentous 
results of 


Tuesday. Everything is in a 
political swirl. From this far 
harbor'we hear the mighty 
swash of the presidential cur- 
rent as it sweeps the country 
and leaves more or less of 
f l o t s a m on the political 
shores of every State. Jn 
California we realize that the 


election of a Senator and the political alignment 
that it will disclose will have a future bearing of 
the greatest consequence, not to discuss the legisla- 
tive significance, whose importance seems not to be 
taken very seriously into account; and in this city 
there are so many 
angles—political, industrial, 


economical, social and racial—that he is a political 
forecaster indeed who can tell the outcome. Prob- 
ably in no previous presidential campaign—certain- 
ly in none since Bryan first ran twenty years ago— 
has there been such uncertainty. In prior memor- 
able campaigns the excitements were due to party 
enthusiasm. The first Bryan campaign marked a 
divergence on economic questions. Since then the 
'old order has been resumed mid contests have been 
waged over party policies. The upset of four years 
ngo was personal. No principles were evolved that 
now stand for a rallying point for political action. 
The body politic was afflicted with a rash, which, 
some hysteric people diagnosed as a very serious af- 
fection, but which subsided after having run its 
course. There is no well-defined party issue at this 
time—at least none that can be formulated in set 
phrases. In general the divergence may be said to 
have its base on Americanism. It is held on the-one 
hand that the policies of the past three years have 
not been definite enough in nationalism; that the 
word "American" does not command respect and 
that the lives and prooerty of citizens are not 
sufficiently guaranteed abroad. On the other hand 
it is held that what has been done is the best that 
was possible. The tariff is lost in the shuffle, 
though it is realized by the thoughtful that it 'is 
sure to turn up later as a joker, which will upset 
calculations very decidedly. 
Some Election Aspects 


However the. Republican "reconciliation" may re- 


sult in the east, it has not been definite enough here 
to dispel, the uncertainty. The singular campaign 
justifies some question as to whether that which 
may be underneath is of the character that appears 
upon the surface. Governor Johnson is to be given 
credit for his direct support of Hughes and the 
Republican ticket. When a man declares an adher- 
ence it is .not logical to say that he means just the 
opposite, and that is not being said of the Governor; 
but it is being noted that there are a number of the 
captains who are not giving adherence to the ticket 
and bucking it with performance, while some are 
frankly active in the opposing ranks. That has not 
been the way if. which these hosts have heretofore 
performed, "it has never been necessary to issue a 
general order as to the purpose of the general. 


. 
Whatever was desired as a course of action has 
been followed without question and without being 
enforced by a guardhouse squad. The unusual sit- 
uation in the Republican ranks has its counterpart 
in the Democratic camp. You see no stir whatever 
being made over the Democratic nominee for Sena- 
tor. Once in a while there is what appears to be a 
perfunctory notice that he is running. There is no 
h°art in it, and nobody is impressed with the earn- 
estneKH of any effort to elect him. As a matter of 
fact you can encounter more Democrats with the 
unconcealed intent to vote for Johnson than with 
the straight purpose to vote for their party candi-

date. How do you account for it? lou can t 
At 


least on ordinary lines. A bargain between those 
heading the two opposing processions is not rea- 
sonable That Senator Phelan is in a compact with, 
the Governor is not politically probable, because he 
wilKneed a re-election four years hence, and witti 
the other Senator coming from this end ot the 
State, the South will be rearing up and demanding 
recognition, and besides political normality will 
have been established by that time, which will be 
very likely to be along Republican lines. In the 
meantime Senator Phelan announces that his phy- 
sician has forbidden him making any more speeches 
during the campaign. 
Local Issues 


But local issues are so gripping that the national 


issue is somewhat dimmed. The questions up for 
settlement here may seem trivial at a distance, but 
they involve a great deal more than they show on 
the' face 
This city is more concerned in amend- 


ments 1 and 2 than any other comnnmity of the 
State 
The center of the fight is here. The head- 


quarters of both .sides whence issues the orders _is 
located here. There is a vast amount of money Cir- 
culating both pro and con. It mostly goes .into 
printers' ink. This campaign has been the oppor- 
tunity for the country editor and the job printer. 
No less exciting are the several issues in which or- 
ganized labor is fighting its battle with the Cham- 
ber of Commerce.

Police Judges 


A proposition which is distinctively of Chamber 


of Commerce initiative is that to make the police 
judges appointive. 
The chamber fortifies itself 


with a record of decisions and actions of police 
judges. This is combatted by what appears to be 
an appeal to elements that are expected to benefit 
by the lenient character of police magistrates. 
These magistrates are referred to as "the poor 
man's judges." It is more than hinted that those 
who are in need of leniency in court are less likely 
to get it if the police judges are appointed than if 
they are elected. The literature issued against the 
proposed change studiously avoids any allusion to 
justice, but there are many hints as to what is pos- 
sible in a judiciary elected by the votes of those 
who may come up for judicial action. The record 
of appointed judges does not bear out all that ap- 
pears to be expected by the Chamber of Commerce, 
for there have been at least two appointments witli-

tions and improvements involving some ?75,000. 
The contract had been or would be let to Supervisor 
McLeran. It was explained that he is a very com- 
petent contractor and a fair one, and with the job 
in his hands all the irritating details that so often 
annoy and hinder—such as the unloading and hand- 
ling of materials contrary to the strict letter of the 
ordinance—and the interminable labor troubles will 
be avoided.

The Ralston Iron Works is the lowest bidder for the 
job of putting fire escapes on four or five school- 
houses. The bids were not awarded, and have not 
been up to this writing, but there was a conference 
of city officials and union labor leaders, in which 
the mayor took a prominent part, and the repre- 
sentatives of the iron firm were reminded that they 
were running an open shop, and that the bids were 
to be taken under advisement.

ence from this action was that if the firm expected 
the contract, or expected to be permitted to carry

The Single Tax Proposition 


It is a surprise that the proposed single tax 


amendment should be considered by its opponents 
as having a chance. That there is possibility of its 
success is to be inferred from the sudden flood of 
literature that has been let loose against it. In this 
opposition the farmers join the bankers. It is not 
a new proposition by any means, but has a certain 
sentimental vitality here because its first great ad- 
vocate came from this city. Henry George, by the 
way, attracted the greater attention which gained 
his fame after leaving San Francisco. Those close 
up could not see very much to worship in the printer 
and editor who toiled at the ease and with the pen 
here, and they have never seen anything much to 
fall in with even after he was received and ac- 
claimed in the east. It was a case of the prophet 
without honor at home. There does not seem to be 
much chance of the single tax proposition getting 
the requisite votes for its adoption, but the possi- 
bility is throwinig a considerable scare into those 
who would be most affected. These, of course, are 
the owners of real estate, especially unimproved real 
estate, and the holders of mortgages. 
Realizing on Political Assets 


In professional political circles the announced in- 


tent of Andy Gallagher to withdraw measurably 
from politics and engage in commercial pursuits is 
the most absorbing topic. Andy has figured large 
in union labor doings, having worked up froni the 
humble sphere of a photo-engraver to leadership in 
a political movement, and thereby to the advantages 
of a supervisorship. He stuck there, his effort to go 
higher, into the mayoralty, having failed._. He has 
figured as a forceful leader, to have attained 
the 


plane of McCarthy and Tveitmoe, and has followed 
the McCarthy methods in many respects, but seems 
to have come to the conclusion that it is a good time 
to cash in. The gasoline deal is an ingenious form 
of realizing upon the political assets. The super- 
visor has made the jitney men his wards, and wins 
their fealty by that alone: but if he can sell them 
gas at a reduced figure he is twice secure in a most 
profitable business. The explanation of the Union 
Oil Company notwithstanding, gasoline men scout 
the possibility of anybody selling anybody else gas 
at such a considerable reduction as three cents a 
gallon 
There are other companies with gas to sell, 


and it is certain that reduced prices will be met. 
Still Gallagher will have the inside, for while oth- 
ers may have gas to sell the same as he will have, 
none will be in such an advantageous position as a 
salesman 
No other will have membership in such 


an important body as the Board of Supervisors, 
which is sure to have a good deal to do with the jit- 
ney question, and whose official action will be vital 
to their'interests. So with gas on even terms Andy 
is likely to have the age. 
Supervisor Deasy is fol- 


lowing in the 
footsteps of Gallagher. 
He 
has 


embarked in the insurance business, having formed 
a partnership .with Jake Shane. This may not be as 
spectacular as being the gasoline king of Market 
street but it isn't to be sneezed at. There are many 
big interests that get before the Board of Supervis- 
ors in one way and another. The risks which they 
have to place, and the placing of which through one 
agency instead of another is no violation of any law 
or propriety, may operate as a spur to get prompter 
action than would be had otherwise. 
Some Precedents 


The, course of Gallagher and Deasy has precedent. 


There is the instance of Hilbert Bros. They dealt 
in'liquors of all kinds, and had the luck to perform 
in that open time when drinking places had a much 
freer vogue than they have now. Schmitz was 
mayor and Ruef was premier. 
Ruef became the 


attorney for Hilbert Bros. At least that was the 
ostensible relation. The fact was rather prominent- 
ly printed on the firm's cards. Armed with this 
stationery solicitors went among the saloons and 
cafes and the readiness with which the proprietors 
of these places responded to requests for orders was 
something that was extremely profitable to all con- 
cerned on the- selling end. and the despair of com- 
peting dealers. 
Then there was Police Commis- 


sioner .Drinkhouse. It was a coincidence that he 
was the proprietor of a wholesale cigar business. 
Concerns that liked to stand well with the police 
department, many of them, hart to have ciprs in 
the course of their business, and it was no violation 
of anything that is inhibited by law if thi 
cigars were purchased of the commissioner's 
There are current instances, also. A man 
v 


concerned in a large property holding told me that 
himself and associates were about to make altera- 


streets. Their business is open shop. 
A law re- 


quires that on iron frame work temporary flooring 
shall be laid at every story to guard against or 
minimize accidents. 
As a matter of fact such 


flooring is only necessary on the last story from 
that being worked on, and contractors who have 
made their peace lay but one floor, which they 
move to the next story as the work progresses But 
Dyer Brothers have placed a floor at every story, 
realizing that it would be dangerous not to comply 
with the strict letter of the law, if they have not 
been warned to complv with it. So that the con- 
tractor who is in position to assure the property 
owner that such meddling and exactions will not 
annoy and hinder if he gets the job enjoy? a big 
advantage. 
Reform of Police Courts 


The Chamber of Commerce has indorsed Judges 


Troutt. Seawell, Murasky and Cabaniss as candi- 
dates for the superior judgeships. The opposition to 
the chamber is furthering the candidacy of Police 
Judge Sullivan for one of the seats on this bench. 
Sullivan was not a regular candidate at the primary, 
but his name was written in sufficiently to enabje 
him to qualify for the election. So much activity 
characterizes his candidacy now that it has attracted 
attention. The people are variously urged to vote 
for him as the "poor man's friend." Much money is 
being spent and large quantities of campaign litera- 
ture are being circulated.

Zuro was not concerned 
in the production of Aida (riven in the sb»do<v of 
the pyramids; it was the Bracale Opera Company 
that gave this performance, but Spelta was the 
starre director.

cap of not speaking a word of English, and having 
to give all of his orders through an interpreter. 
Zuro has fieured considerably about San Francisco 
in opera efforts. 
He came here with the Bevani 


Company, which went to nieces after playing a few 
weeks at the Alcazar. Before that he was with the 
A born Company, which failed in Chicago. After t>i.< 
Bevani failure he conducted an operatic enterprise 
called the New Era League Onera Company, which 
gave performances in Scottish Rite Auditorium 
and burst.

the Italian colonists at a theater at North Beach, 
with the usual result.

up to the 31st of October an assignment of exposition 
stock of the par value of $3,100,000 out of a total of

to 15 per cent, and with this fund the league will be 
able to carry through its projects.

Marina and Marine Esplanade are assured. The pur- 
chase of the four blocks comprising the marina has 
been completed.

This is the only and last 
piece of water-front available for park purposes on 
the bay from the Presidio "to Hunter's Point.

Most of 
OakUmd's press-agenting is never known, and, as 
far as that is concerned, 'Gene Bowles, Oakland's 
press agent, certainly doesn't want it to be. But 
here's where the press agent is going to be press- 
agented himself and see how he likes it. 


DATE MXE COUNTS. 


Every day there goes out from the Oakland Cham- 


ber of Commerce offices a truckfoad of mail, letters 
addressed to every large newspaper in the United 
States. These contain news of Oakland. They are 
not all "boost stories"—for any press agent knows 
that a newspaper will not take those.

Fred Beetle, former press agent, sent out a story, 
first printed in The THinUNB, that Luther Burbanlc | 
had Invented a "non-skid banana," perfectly safe .on 
sidewalks.

2000 clipp'ngs of the story in Its various phases, 
editorial paragraphs and quips on It. und a jingla 
on It by a famous humorist.

Oakland's vigorous press-ogentlng, by furnishing 


dally letters to all parts of the United States, began 
several years ago, when a number of Oakland busi- 
ness men, seeing the advantage of the plan, or- .- 
ganlzed an "Industrial bureau" and employed j. W. 
Preston to carry on the work. Later this was taken 
over .by the Chamber of Commerce, the bureau 
being placed In the hands of Bowles, a. San Fran- 
cisco newspaper man, when Preston left to engage 
i n similar work I n Manila.

The publicity results obtained by Bowies' method " 


have been, far-reaching, as is shown In the wide 
diversity -of the clippings, sent in by press clipping 
bureaus every day to the chamber. Measuring these 
clippings, ttnd estimating their worth on the basis 
of the rate per Inch charged by tho newspaper pub- 
lishing them, their value would run into hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. . 


The result is that Oakland has been put on the 


map. 
When those business men organized their 


Industrial bureau and started a press agent to work 
on the city, they started what today is -conceded to 
have been the most far-sighted move for the goqd 
of the city ever launched. 
Ten years ago no ojie in 


the east knew that Oakland existed. 
Today it is 


known. People mention It The newspapers publish 
the city's name, and tho city is reckoned as an en- 
tity In the list of municipal units In this land. 


BRAINS ALSO'HEEDED.

Just as Anna Held (mentioning her name,'even, la 


press-agentine; her) was made famous through, her 
press agents, so Oakland is becoming famous in the 
same manner. A ciuiet little man at a desk in the 
Chamber of Commerce is putting the city on the 


map—and keoplmj her thoro with blast after blast 
of profitable publicity. It only takes a couple ot 
girls, an addrcssograph and 
a 
multigr.aph—and 


brains. 


Arthur Bennett was right. 
Oakland is not the only city that recognizes it 


now, '.or many cities are employing press agents to 
keep their names before not only this country but 
tho entire world. 


Cities, like merchants, have goods to sell. Oakland 


wants to sell its opportunities—and it is advertising 
them Just as Its merchants advertise their bargains 
every day.

had its birth on a velvety moonlit night, in a prosaic 
and smelly old rowhoat, on I^fike Merritt! 


A great variety of craft were harbored 
there, 


Bome of which would have caused old man Xoah to 
stop and gaze. There were yawls, sloops, cats, dug- 
outs, dingys, catamarans, canoes and every known 
hull that would float, some of them home-made, but 
of all the keels that cut the dimpled surface of tho 
lake, there was not a steam or motor propelled craft 
among them. 


The sailboats were usually sloop-rigged, broad of 


beam and short of draught, for the lake was very 
shallow. The rowboats were of the Whitehall brand, 
also running much to beam, hard to pull, ana a 
whale could not capsize one. These boats were con- 
trolled by a man named Carpenter, who operated 
the first hoathouse on the lake, and his business 
on Sundays and holidays when the _weather was 
fair was enormous, :ind for years he enjoyed this 
sinecure. He was what might be called Oakland's 
original boat monopolist. 


But after some years of this cinch, opposition 


"butted in." 
A retired deckhand obtained a con- 


cession and constructed a boathouso a hundred feet 
nearer Broadway, and on different lines. Ho put a 
fenced walk about it, added a ladles' retiring room 
with lace curtains at the windows, and decorated 
the wnlls with lithographs.of the oldtimn cup win- 
ners.

dences of catering to the comfort of his patrons. 


All tliis was so radically different from Carpenter's 


old house, with its smell of bilge and Its available 
floor space littered with old tackle, dead fish and 
upturned boats, that patrons of the lake flocked to 
the new house and it soon hnd'the bull: of the boat- 
ing business, and. to convey the idea that hero was 
the lust word In luxurious appointment, it was culled 
the "Hon Ton." 
Thus for years did this rivalry 


exist. Some of the fans declared that one boathouso 
had better rowboats than the other, and that tho 
sailboats at the Bon Ton were better than the old 
wasbtubs at Carpenter's, or vice verfta, and so tho 
two houses had their own brand of customers. 


However, each boathouse bad what might bo 


termed its "bete noir." Alongside of Carpenter's was 
the floodgate, a dam consisting of movable gates 
operated by huge ha.nd Kcrc.wR. This was opened or 
closed as the tide ebbed or flowed. 
It was hero that 


tho water was deepest, and swarming with schools 
(if a small fish called by the youngsters "fihiners."

Hero naturally would congregate of a Saturday 


the genus small boy, armed with a fence picket, a 
piece of string and a baited hook, to try for tho 
useless shiner, n»d to likewise fall off thn string 
piece Into the lake, so that Carpenter was kept 
pretty busy fishing up kids with a boyt hook and 
hanging them up in Ills iitoreronm tn dry.

Carpenter 1mrt trouble us a Hie saver the Swede ut 
tho Bon Ton had a brand of trouble of his own, for 
almost directly In front of the l.oathoimo ami about 
a. hundred feol Iroul its landing float, was an Island 


of mud. the softest, most clinging variety of mud. 
At high tide it was marked only by the ribs of an 
old wrecked sloop (hat had become embedded there- 
in, and it was this obstacle that caused the Bon Ton's 
owner to weep and say strango oaths. For, despite 
the warning given the amateur yachtsmen to keep 
Ills helm hard down as he swung away from the 
float with tho breeze, several of them during the 
course of the day would jam their bows hard aaid 
fast Into the bank- of mud. which meant tho towing 
out of the boat—not an easy matter, considering the 
facilities at hand. 


On one particular Sunday a party ot clergymen 


put out for nn after-dinner sail in tho biggest boat 
that could be chartered. 
When the last one had 


crowded his way into the boat, she was pretty well 
down to'the gunwales. 


The breeze wag piping and as the old sloop and 


its clerical cargo swept away from the float, a stiff 
catspaw caught the great main sail and the boat 
made a majestic sweep toward tho Island of mud. 
In vain did tho ecclesiastical skipper Jam his helm 
hard down in response to frantic shouts from the 
boathcuso owner to bring her about, the boat failed 
to miss the island and with Its couple of tons of 


« cargo jammed its nono Into It, nearly severing it In 


twain. 


It happened to lie a particularly busy Sunday on 


the lake and not a boat was to he hud. As soon as 
one would come In It was Immediately taken by a 
waiting pntron. 
So It anno to be a problem as to 


how the. part;; would ho rescued. They IVnrt punched 
the Island full of holes with boat hooks and spare 


oars in a vain effort to dislodge tho captive boat, 
hut shn held fast, and it looked as if services would 
ho held aboard ship until some Incoming boats maae 
fast and after much pulling and yo-heavc-ho-!ng the 
boat with Its still jovial freight was floated. 


A great number of tho boys of. the'time built 


their own boats, which wero carted from a back 
yard possibly a milo away and launched on the lake. 
Some were skiffs, fitted for a mast and sail, and 
could lie used us both row and Kail at tho pleasure of 
tho owner, while others looked like packing cases. 
Adam's Point was the objective point of these bo:it 
owners, who would beach their craft in the long 
shallow buy und hold rousted spuds and clam bakes 
amid tho uak groves with bivalves dug from tho 
mud of the lake shores by hand. 


Great were the attractions of the old Lake Merritt 


for the schoolboy, as well ofl tho sentimental young 
man with his best girl; in fact, it seemed to bo made 
for their especial benefit, and moonlight parties on 
Lake Merritt was one of tho attractions of the city 
sounded by tho boosters "f the time. Then an old 
ex-sea c:ipi 
},:,if n renturv had 


been the. wntchdotr of the shipping in tho estuary 
conceived an original idea for moonlight parties. 


Ho constructed a great floating barge, flat-bot- 


tomed and of slight draft. 
Tho forward part was 


decked over 
fi>r dancing, a striped 
awning shut 


out the moon, und piy paper lanterns were festooncil 


• nhimi It. 
Tho after part contained thn captnln'.i 


iriiblii iiml the engine room. Tho power consisted ot 
a couple of hammer-headed plugs working a tread- 
mill, which turned the paddle wheels, churning up

the water and propelling tho craft at the rate of: 
about sixty-five feet an hour. 


This outfit could bo chartered for parties, and 


fnr a while it dill somo business. 
When old Cap. 


Turner received a call for his craft. The City of 
Oakland, as It was christened, the two old gray 
plugs would be loaded with o.its, put to the tread- 
mill and thn cumbersome barge would splash and 
flounder about the lake, while the dancers gli.'.f.il 
over the deck to tho strains of an accordeon and 
a Jew's harp. 


But tho captain's venture was short-lived, for one, 


night tho boat ran on a mud flat so hard and fast 
that it would have taken a sea-going tu~ to budge, 
it. The horses became restless and started to kick 
out the sides of the "engine room." and to nviko 
matters worse the moon went behind a dense cloud 
bank and said "C.oo.l-nlght." 


In vain did tho captain try to convince his party 


that she would float ngaln at the turn of the tide, 
but when tol.l that that would bo about 6 o'clock 
the next morning it started a riot whi~h was fiuclle.d 
somewhat only upon tho arrival of several boats 
from shore whose owners ngreeu iu iako »ny or.o 
or any number ashore for "four bits apiece.'1 


At this tho riot broke forth anew, the members 


of tho Ill-fated party declaring they had been 
"bunked," that It was a framcttp, and other dem.e.i- 
tnry expressions against tho old captain's integrity, 
n ml wKer. nn ai-count of the affair came, out iu t'.io 
papers under tho heading, "Tho City of Oakland la 
Stranded." It reflected on tho city1* fair name, whosa 
credit at that time was of tho boat.

The description of convict labor on California 


roads, given recently before the Oakland Chamber 
of Commerce by Highway Commissioner Charles 
Stern, lias been supplemented by a letter from the 
east, received by local social workers shewing con- 
ditions there. Notable among the hew data on tho 
subject is the description of the work given by 


- George P. Coleman, state highway commissioner of 


Virginia, who has writteji a statement regarding 
the use of convicts on public roads in that state, 
Coleman says; 


"Naturally what is done lo improve the condition 


of a convict as prisoner will make for the Im- 
provement of the prisoner as a citizen. We have 
to temper our punishment of, and our mercins to, 
him with justice. 
In executing the law it is our 


duty to use our utmost endeavor to return him to 
society better able to cope with the conditions which 
will confront him when he regains his freedom. 
After nine years of experience I believe that tho 
solution of the prison question—certainly In Vir- 
ginia—is to use the men in the construction and 
maintenance of our roads. 
In road work there Is 


little or no competition with free labor. 
The work 


and the healthy out-of-door life tend to build him 
up 
physically. 
Training him as an expert in 


handling road-building machinery places him In a 
position to earn an honest living after his confine- 
ment. Tho work on which he is engaged is one of 


t pressing need to the public and creates in tho worker 


a kind of pride In his own usefulness. 


The prison population may be divided into four 


cl.isses: 1, long term and dangerous men; 2, short 
term i:onvlrt« and Jail men; 3, trusties, both con- 
victH nnd jail prisoners; \, paroled men. 


Class 1 men .should be dressed In strlpe.s and 


worked under ^uard in ftockiules in state stono 
nuarrl<-s or gravel pits located on railways serving 
;, district whort! roikl construction is In progress. 
Tin-so convict-operated (marries should 
furnlHli 


stone to the counlioy for road purposes lit cost. To 
Hecun; an economical distribution of thin material, 
very low transportation ratpR nre necessary; in Vir- 
ginia, we have always found the railway companies 


ready to co-operate with the highway department 
in its work, for they realize that the highways are. 
the feeders of the railways and that the develop- 
ment of the two goes hand in hand. 


"Class 2 men should have some distinctive dresa 


(not striped) such as blue or brown. These men 
should be distributed to the various state road 
camps and worked under guard in the construction 
of county or district roads. 
A small dally sum. 


should be paid to them by the county, one-half each1 


month and the other half retained and given to thcjn 
on the completion of their sentence, to insure their . 
having some money when released. 


"Clasa 3 men, the trusties, should wear ordinary, 


khaki suits and be worked without guards, either In' 
camps composed entirely of trusties or aa drivers,, 
cooks, engine men, machine operators or concrete1 


workers In other road camps. They should be paid] 
a little more than the class 2 men, and their pay 
should bo graded according to the character of the 
work they perform. They should be paid in tho 
same manner that the claas 2 men are paid. 


"Class 4 men should wear ordinary clothing anc 


bo used as patrolmen or in gangs on the maintenance 
of roads built under state supervision. They should 
bo furnished with proper quarters and be paid a 
monthly salary by the county in which they are 
working. Paroled men under this system are made 
a part of tho state and county free labor road force, 
the only special feature about them being that they 
must report monthly to some general head and1 


be governed by the state's parole lairs.

upon the average newspaper man with undisguised 
contempt. "The little creatures," so ho called them, 
"whom God for some Inscrutable purpose permits to 
edit a. majority of our minor Journala." 
Greeley 


ardently championed almost every reform of his day, 
but gave it as his opinion nevertheless, "that noth- 
ing stumps an average reformer of things in general 
so completely as to be asked to settle his board bill." 


Unusually neat, and according to hia own eccentric 


taste Irreproachable In personal appearance, he was 
everywhere regarded as a slovenly man, until he 
complained bitterly of the "exaggerated foolery o£ 
malicious blockheads of the press, while- all the time 
he had worn better clothing than two-thirds of his 
assailants, and better than any of them could hon- 
estly we»; if they paid their debts.'' 


Grecley'a kindness of heart was undoubted, his 


generosity limited only by fits nhillty to Rive. In re- 
ligion he was a lifelong Umi-ersallst. believing In the 
final salvation of all men to holiness and hnppHess; 
yet on one nccason, when -i canting missionary en- 
tered his editorial sanctum begging a subscriptian 
for a rause that wnnld "save a thousand of our foj- 
low-beings from hell," Oreeley replied with 'inre- 
portable emphasis: "I will not i;ivo you a cent. There 
don't half enough go there now."
